PARRICIDEIN NEW JERSEY. 


Lodie Smith Protects His Mother and Sister 
with a Pistol. 


Dover, N. J. August 24.—Thomas Smith, a 
farmer, lives at White Meadow, about two 
miles from Rockaway, a little hamlet near 
here. Heand his wife, on one side, and his 
son, Ledie, and Bridget Nolan, a domestic, on 
the other, sat down to play dominos. As the 
game were played, Lodie’s side won the more 

equpnatly, and this put the elder Smith into 
an epgry When 
him= once during the course of 
the game that he had put 
down a wrong domino he jumped up in a 
rage,Ahréw the dominos on the floor and 
dashéd his chair against the other side of the 
room and said he would not be bossed by auy 
ope. Then the irate father struck his son, 
choked him and knocked him against the 
door. The mother begged her husband to 
mis Then he ran at her and his daughter 
cried; 

“OQ pa! don’t kill ma.”’ 

Thomas then left his wife, caught his 
daughter by the neck, threw her on the floor 
and swore he would kill her too. Meanwhile 
the bey, who is about eighteen years old, had 
gone irom the kitchen to the sitting room, 
where be obtained his pistol and then return- 
ed to protect his mother and sister. The 
mother caught her husband by the arm and 
begged him not to kill his daughter, who 
is yen, Fea years old. Smith again turned 
upon Bis wife end knocked her against the 
wall. Lodie, who was near the door, then 
cried out: 

“Father, that will do.” 

Smith picked up a stick of wood about two 
feet long, hard and nearly as thick as a man’s 
waist. 

“D—— you, Lodie,,’ he cried, “I’ll kill 
you,” 

As he was about to strike the boy shot him 
in the ieft shoulder, but before he fired Lodie 
cried: 

‘‘Father, look out.” 

The fathér swore and threatened to kill his 
son again, saying: 

“T7i1 kill you-—”’ 

At the same time hessid he would kill all 
his family, and raised the stick to hit his son. 
Then Lodie fired two more shots, one striking 
his fatherin the upper part ofthe forehead 
and the lastevidently going in just above his 
right eye. 

The father fell down in the kitchen and 
never spoke afterwards. It was then nearly 
nine O'clock, The boy went outside and 
Bridget soon joined him and said: 

“Oh, Lodie! I guess your father is dead.’’ 
A daughter about fifteen years old, who is 
ecmewhat demented, was in bed and the noise 
woke her. They all went down to Mr. Hoag- 
land’s, a neighbor, and told him what had 
heppened. The pistol was given to Mr. 
Hi agiand. had done the deed

| AMICABLY ADJUSTED. 


GERMANY WOULD NOT HURT 
SPAIN’S FEBLINGS. 


The Spanish Council Meets and Telegraphe a Protest 
to Bismarck, Who Heplies and Straightens 
Matters—Spain Gains Ger Point—Other 
Foreign News by the Uablie. 


Maprip, August 24.—A cabinet council was 
held today to consider the relations ot Spain 
with Germany, growing out of the Carolines 
trouble. I.ing Alfonso presided. It was offi- 
cially announced that the reply from Ger- 
many to the firet Spanish note of protest pro- 
posed an amicable discussion of the questions 
at issue. Spain then sent fresh 
telegrams to Germany energetically 
protest™mg against the action of Germany, im 
response to which that government today tel- 
egraphed a reply explainiug that its action 
bad been animated altogether by triendly 
motives and that Germany regarded the affair 
as unworthy of interrupting the ancient ami- 
t¥ between thetwo nations. The reply fur- 
ther explained that Germany seeing no evi- 
dence of Spanish domination in the Carolines 
though the islands had been virtually aban- 
doned. TheGerman government, however, 
does not mention whether any islands have 
been actually occupied. 

REFUTING SPAIN’S CLAIMS. 

Bertin, August 24.—The North German 
Gazette, rejuting the Spanish claims to the 
Caroline islands, points out that in March, 
i875, England end Germany simultaneously 
sent notes in which they resisted such claims, 
and that for ten years Spam raised no objec- 
tion. The German note notified Spain that 
Germany was unable to recognize Spanish 
sovereignty or the power of levying customs in 
the Caroline islands, inasmuch as no treaty 


was known to exist relating to the Spanish 
possessions in the Pacific, while it was a noto- 
rious fact that no Spanish official existed on 
the Pelew or Caroline islands. The note con- 
cluded with the expression of hope that Spain 
would instruct ber colonial authorities, the 
commanders of her men of war and her consu- 
lates in eastern Asia and Polynesia not to ob- 
etruct Germany’s direct trade with the Caro- 
ines. 

The English note concluded with the decla- 
tion that England did not admit the right of 
Spain to the Caroline and Pelew islands where 
she had never exercised, and did not then ex- 
ercise, actual domain.

TOOMBS ON THE CONFEDERACY. 


A Remarkable Letter Found in an Old 
Scrap Book. ? 

The St. Louis Republican reproduces & letter 
from General Toombs, said to have been found in 
an old scrap book. The letter was evidently acon: 
fidential communication, but now that it ha: got 
into print the newspapers are giving it great pud- 
licity. The following is the epistie referred to: 

WasHiIscTON, Ga,, March 24, 1865—Dear DUDLEY: 
Mr. C. C. Clay, our late commissioner to Uauads, 
who bas been spending about one month with us, 
leaves tomerrow for Richmond, and I avall my- 
selfofthe opportunity of writingto you, Saline 
will give vou all the local news. She and tae 
children and Julia sre in excellent heaith. 548 
wrote you last night by ore oi your captains o 
Cobb’s legion. One of your men of the same bat- 
talion called this morning and brought tne ps 
pers you sent me, whichare the latest we have 
from the porta. 

I bave the most painful apprehensions ior tue 
foture. end they arise solely from my conviction 
of the total incapacity of Mr. Davis. and conse- 
quently the utter failure of all his petty scaemes. 
We bave given him allthemen who would voi- 
nunteer, allowed him all the men he could catch 
at first from eighteen to thirty-five, then up to 
forty five. then all from seventeen to fifty. And 
the army is smaller today andiess efficient toan 
on the day the first conscript bill was passed. 
Now congress has given him gall the negroes, and 
the result will still be the fame, superadded to 
the most fatal consequences which have eve 
darkened our prospects.

A Marble Man Employes « Stenographer Who Acts 
as Official Beporter and Helps in Various 
Ways-—Testimonuy Given in Freefor All

The report of the sub-committee om public 
property, which, with its evidence and essays 
on marble, seems to be a very fierce attack on 
oolitic limestone, has been printed, and is 
consequently in permanent formand can be

It seems on investigating the matter that 
there is a litile more history togo asa sort of 
postecript in making up the record. The com- 
mittee didm’t have much authority to 
start with, not being authorized 
to send for persons and papers.

WANTED THE RECORD PRESERVED. 
Mr. Tewksbury, who aidedthe committee 
very greatly in securing the attendance of 
witnesses and in taking down the testimony, 
was engaged by Mr. Harrison,of the Persever- 
ance marble company, because he was anx- 
ious to have the evidence preserved for future 
reference. When Mr. Tewksbury reached 
the committee room he was met at the door 
by Senator Renkin. On explaining that 
he was a stenographer and wanted to take 
down the testimony, Senator Rankin said 
there was no appropriation for any such work 
but if Mr. Tewksbury was amind to he could 
take the testimony “‘on speck,” and trust to 
the legislature for the appropriation. As Mr. 
Tewksbury had his pey already secured else- 
where, the fact thatthere was no appropria- 
tion for reporting the evidence did not scare 
him off. On being admitted es the committee's 
reporter he went faithfully to work and was 
notified wheneyer a meeting was to be held.

$40¢,000 is wide of the mark, if we are to trust 
the 1g ere us by the treasurer in Octo- 
ber last. he actual deficit on the figures 
thea furnished us, did not exceed $151,000 
net, and the miscellaneous appropriations 
thus far made and recommended have not in- 
eressed the deficit,in my opinion, a single 
dollar. The additions to the deficit grows 
mainly out of the expenses of the legislature. 
From the reading of the report as printed in 
your iseve of yesterday, the public have ro- 
ceived the impression that the gentlemen 
sighing this minority report meant to 
state that the appropriations therein 
referred tobad been recommended by the 
finance committee. I have been assured by 
some of them that they did not mean this. Of 
the items given as making up the $261,000 the 
finance committee have actually recommend- 
ed ¢ ay three, the appropriation of $45,000 tor 
the school of technology, which is available 
only in 1887, and $5,000 to the university, and 
$3,274 for the confederate cemetery at Mariet- 
te, the latter being payable out of the rental 
of the State road after January Il, 
1886.
